c the ease officer, previous to the Icflutter exaalxuitloa. Subject's attca- 

tlcn was called to this reaction and even thou^ it was apparent that the reaction 
worried him he merely answered that he dlsXihed being in a situation ^ere he vas 
unable to prove his pleu:e and date of birth.

a. During the entire testing subject had consistent reactions to all 
questions pertaining to any poiiialble contact with the Soviet Intelligence. After 
each such question there were pronounced deception patterns. 


b. In view of the foot that subject was not to be told about the outoone 
of the teat the post Icflutter iaberrogatiaa was very slight. It was, therefore, 
not determined to what extent mubjeot aainbains contact with the Soviet ISj how- 
ever, it was evident that n certain araount of cemtaot does exist. Likewise it is
